South Korean 6th Division Contains Enemy Wedge 
and Holds Firm in Battle Raging Along Sector 
Where Communists Had Shifted Pressure — Fresh 
Push Near Chongno.

The South Korean Sixth Division

The fresh North Korean push 
was launched near Chongno. 22 
miles north-northeast of Taegu. In­ 
land cornerstone of the t tilted Na­ 
tions front.

On the east coast, the South Ko­ 
rean Third and Capitol Dlviaions 
launched a renewed northward of­ 
fensive above Cobang, supported by I 
planes and heavy gunfire from U. S. 
warships offshore. . 
Droves of Allied planes took off 
at dawn Friday for fresh blows at 
enemy columns, bases and tran s­ 
port arteries. Explosive and incen­ 
diary bombs, rockets and aerial 
cannon as well as machine gun fire 
were reported raising havoc amid 
enemy personnel and materiel. 
Simultaneously, liritish marines» 
were disclosed to have staged a 
second commando raid near Seoul's 
Red-occupied port of Inchon, l a n d ­ 
ing Thursday night far behind the 
enemy's lines tm the Korean west 
coast, lite commandos blew up a 
radio station, then reboarded their 
destroyer.
